The survey party sent out by the 
Forestry Branch of the Department of 
the Interior to explore the country 
aruund Lesser Slave Lake, Atha- 
basca, has found that here, as else- 
where throughout the northern forest 
country, a greater part of the mer- 
chantable timber has heen destroyed 
by fire. The whole country was origi- 
nally covered with a dense growth of 
white spruce, black spruce and lodge.

‘Timber which has 
escaped fire shows thot the previous 
forest was both dense and valuable. 
The forest here produces occasionally 
as much as 30,000 fect, hoard meas 
ure, Of timber per acre.
